THE SAiMON IISHEEIES. 

■Afew aftyBttgowe drew uttentiou to 
tU^gro^DgimportBnco of the «ulmoii 
fl*herle8 «! British Columbia, and point- 
ed on t theneoesaity that existod for tbo 
•3tttbli8bment of a "closo" season aud n 
careful supervision by regularly eons i- 
tuted officers over tbo various lisbory s a- 
tions. Wo know IbLit failure to adopt the 
simplest precautions, or, perhaps, for 
,,ant of knowlo.lgo of piBionlture. he nv; 
ers of otbor countrioa. formerly ' ahve 
with Balmon, are now detitute of them 
The adoption of such measures as will 
prevent the rivers of British Columbia 
sharing a similar fate ought to engago the 
attention of legislators and people. When 
the business of catching and preparing 
thefish is in its infancy is tbo timo to 
frame and impose tho regulations. Wo 
are led to boliovo that during tbo season 
now dra^Ting to a close tboro has been d 
great aud uiiueeessary destruction offisb- 
lifo. It is related that at ouo can- 
nery alone 7000 dead salmon -were thrown 
into the river in a single day. because 
thoy were caught in greater quantities 
than the capacity of the worts would al- 
low of their being canned. The unnoces- 
sary destruction of flab at other cmuories 
on the river is Raid to have been propor- 
tionately as largo aud tha salmon are even 
now followed to their spawning places and 
netted by tho thousand! It is hardly no 
ceasary for ua to say that this wholesale 
waste of food ia wrong in principle and 
abstract, and that in the interest of tho 
Province it will have to bo EtoppoJ, and 
that speedily. Columbia Biver, ia Cre- 
gon, which was tho moat prolific of all 
bnown streams in the production of sal- 
mon, has been dredged by fisherman, aud 
indications of premature exhaustion aro 
numerous and well defined. Tbo catch 
of tho preseilt season in Columbia River 
is one-third less than that of 187G. This 
falling off moauB a money-loss to Oregon 
of 81,200,000— a siim equal in value to 
the entire catch of Frasor Kiver in 1877. 
If Oregon would preserve her fisheries, 
•ho must adopt speedy and eflfectual 
methods to protect them; and if British 
Colombia wishes to avoid suffering- from 
the ooiiaequenoes of the enmo errors she 
mast also move in the direction of pro- 
tection. Our suggestion of a closo eeaaon 
is not looked on with favor by tho N. W. 
Herald. Tho Herald says there aro three 
rnns of fish each year, and tho timo of tho 
arrival or beginning of these runs varies 
as much as two or thrto weeks in difl'or- 
ent years. That statement, if correct, will 
bar, or at least r. udor the sabjeot of a 
close season ono of great difficulty and 
delicacy. The Herald proposes, as a par- 
tial remedy, that no nets shbalcl he al- 
lowed in the river between noon on Sa- 
turday and midnight on Sunday. "ThiH 
would give the fish safe passage to their 
■pawning grounds during tliirty-six hours 
each week, and would doubtless prove 
useful as a means of protection." The 
Herald suggests, in addition, that breed 
ing places for the -fish should be establish 
ed on the river. Certainly sometbing 
should be done to preserve them from 
destruction, or in a few years there will 
scarcely bo a member of tlie most produc- 
tive aud nutritious of all the finny tribes 
disp-artiog itself in tbo waters of British 
Columbia. A very late number of the 
Ban Franoiaoo Bulletin lies before na, and 
for the benetit of those who may feel an 
interest in tbo pro.-ervation of our tisbor 
ies wo make the following extract: 

•'Xhe attention of the Pish Commis- 
sioners of this State having been called 
to the violation of law in lakiTog Salmon and 
sbad from tbe .Sacramonlo and San Joa 
quin rivers at this season of tbo year, steps 
have been taken to bring tbo guilty fish- 
ermen to jubtico. Samuel li. Throckmor- 
ton, ono of tiio Commissioners, says that 
eight arrests have been made recently and 
officers am on the lookout for other of- 
fenders. It ia represented that the fish- 
ermen find it profitable to take out tho 
salmon und bring them to this iimrket. 
They can pay a modorato tine if dcteclcd 
and fltili have a fair margin of profit left. 
It is plain that a revision of tho law in 
needed or a more rigorous enforcement of 
the Act as it now stands. Serious oom- 
plaints have also been entered against the 
propi i'-tors of tho canneries on the Sacra- 
mento liver. They p»y little or no attuu- 
tiou to tho law, and take out young fish 
without regard to doiilcliou of tho ntock 
which lias bocn ao carefully trunaplantcd 
from the hatcheries of tho East and tbo 
Qoverament hatchery on the MoOloud 
river. Detectives have been sent out to 
collect information as to tbo condnet of 
fi.sbermeii conntcted witii tiio caniiorit H. 
and if tlie statements as reported (o tlio 
Coinmissionora uro true, imnuHiiato action 
will be taken to punish tho oUbnderB. Tho 
Conimissionets are highly gratiMod over 
tho result of thair experiments during tbe 
past two yo ira. The Sacramento and San 
Joaquin rivers nro now abundantly stock- 
ed with Hnlmou, and if the laws aro prop- 
erly observed tho supply will never fall. 
Tho shad have done us well as tho sal- 
mon, aud in a few years tho bay and 
I streams will bo amj-ly stocked with fish 
' of this kind. Tbo OommiBsioners suo- 
o'essfuUy trnusportod from tho East about 
ono hundred and six thouHand hhad this 
season, aud placed tliem in the Saeriinioii- 
to river. Another (-hipmenl of t bat num- 
ber was in contemplation a month or so 
ago, but owing to iho stiiko, and an ap- 
prehension that railway trains would be 
delayed, the CommitdooerB concluded 
not to accept the risks of transportation. 
During tho Keason about ono tboiiaand

Mr. Foil is understood to have 
tho tendoreat heart and softest head of any 
man iu tbo Province; aud anythiug that 
lie may utter is always accepted in a Pick- 
wickian and not in a literal sense. "Lamb

" Sbo lulmitlid that with a nov: social 
order there must come u new industrial 
and religious one alsoj and this ia what 
we need if the attitude of the uneasy mil- 
lions to-day has any Fignilicaiico. Sbo 
demanded for childruu ii wolcotne into 
society', no matter under what oomlitions 
thoy wore born, aad douonnced the bal)it 
of regarding motherhood a."( ii .sbamo uu- 
leei it had been sanctioned by the Gburcb. 
She accused Mrs. Grundy of destroying 
the lives and happiness of thousands of 
young women, who had been guilty of no 
crime, save that of obeying God's law." 

As tho defeudor of JIis. Lake's peeu 
liarly "nasty" sentiments Mr. Foil ru^^hcd 
into print, and we then elas-sed liim as the 
champion of "natty" ideas, notos person- 
ally "nasty." It will bo seen by tho ex- 
tract given above that Mrs. Lake accused 
"Mrs. Grundy (i.e., society) of destroying 
the lives aud happiness of thousands of 
young women, who had been guilty of 
uo crime, save that of obeying God's law." 
That was the portion rtliifh wo deuounced 
as "nasty," and which Mr, Fell cham- 
pioned on ThuraJaj. Bolwceu Thursday 
and Saturday, however, Mr. Fell's views 
would appear to bavo undergone a radical 
cbaaga. (Perhaps he found that as origi- 
nally expressed thoy did not pay), for he 
tiki'S pains, yesterday, to inform us and 
the public that he is not iu "favor of pro- 
miscuity between the sexes" (I) and then 
proceeds to lay down what he is iu favor 
of, as follows: — 

"I hold, that having reference to the 
awful consequences l)ot]i hero and here- 
after, every person should have tbo right 
to determine their own condition at any 
time during lUe, after attaining proper 
age, and that in doing so, they bhould be 
solely guided by love— not iust— and that 
tho moment bate, dislike, or indiifuronco, 
even, takes tho place of love between man 
and wife — they are no longer fit compan- 
ions for each other." 

Now, then, we meet Brother F. on com- 
mon ground; but it ia very different 
ground from that on which he stood with 
Mrs. Lake two days since. She defends 
and advocates immorality on tho part of 
young women as "obedienco to Goil'o 
laws," aud there is nothing in tho extract 
from tho lecture that bears in tho rcmot- 
otit degree on tho incompatibility of tem- 
per of married couples — which is entirely 
beside tho question — has nothing what- 
ever to do with tho "Sciouro of Free 
Lovo," and has not the remotest conneo 
tiou with the subject under discussion, 
although we mo willing to believe that 
Mr. Foil, whoso ideas aru generally 
"mixed" on most auljecls, is not 
awar« of the fact. "A little learning 
ia a dangerous thing," an adage that Mr. 
Fell has fullj- examplified iu llio matter 
under discussion. " What is there na-ty 
in Lovo?" pleads Mr. Fell. Ho might as 
well usk what is there na>-ty in water '? 
Nothing, in its ])nre state; hut when it is 
defiled or full of pollywogs, ovou Mr. 
Fell, who, notwiihsiaudiug lie has a 
weak bead would appear to have a strong 
stomach, would scarcely qunfl' v. It is 
not Lovo that Mr. I'eh advocatod on 
Thursday — it was "blood jjas^ioii;" and 
it was not "bloud pas;^iou"tliut hoploailed 
for yestenlay, hut a Divorce Court, and 
that we bad bi forc Mrs. Liko came.

Rdserve Comminsioner.s io tho Kamloopa 
and ShuBwapiliatriets Imvo become kuo\7n, 
they have given satisfaction to tboso who 
are competent to judge of tlie very delicate 
and difficult t.isk wbi h the Commissio!!- 
ers bad to undertake — a task made im- 
mensely more difficult by the eifeot of the 
American Indian wur not far from tho 
■outhern frontier of tho Province. "Wo 
leara from tlie moat opposite quarters 
that thoyhuswdp Indian uliiefi who w«re 
disposed to bo troublesome luivo been 
won over by tho kindness, good judg- 
ment and skilful management of tho Com- 
missioners, and are assured in their own 
minds that the two Governments have a 
real deaire for tho welfare of tho Indians, 
and will help them on just nuci roaaju- 
able conditions.

Digby Seymour, Q. C,, and Heaton 
Cadman, were .for the plaintiff; and 
Mr. Waddy, Q. 0., and Mr. West for 
defendant. 

In the opening of the caao, Mr. 
Seymour said the defondaut denied 
tho promiso of marriago and said that 
sufficient time had not elapsed. All 
ho (Mr. Seymour) could say waa that 
if thirty years' courtship waa not long 
enough be waa much mistaken. 
[Laughter.] The case was, in some 
respects, a remarkable ono. Tho plaiu- 
'tifFwas tho daughter of parontfl in 
humblo circumstaucea, aud during 
many yearn of her life was in various 
situations near Southowram, Halifax. 
The defendant was now a currier in 
Southowram, and on tho Gth of May 
last ho married a widow of a substan- 
tial butcher in that neighborhood. Ho 
formed an acquaintance with, and pro- 
posed marriago to the plaintill' whou 
she was^ only 17 years of age. She 
was now 49. [Laughter.] And hu- 
morous as it was in one senao, ho 
thought when tho jury hoard the case 
it would assume, as far as the plaintiff 
was concerned, a different aspect. 
The facts showed that the conduct of 
tho defendant was very henrtloss, and 
that there were incidents in the case 
which lod hor to trust him to tho very 
Inat-. Ho iuid a iniiubor of letters which 
woro vfritteu a long time ago, and 
which showed that the parlies com- 
menced, at least, with honorable 
intentions. They wore remarkable 
epistles, aud showed how religion and 
love fell in together aud gave a tone 
to the mind of the writer. The de- 
fendant began in the tone, he was 
going to say, of the prayer book — 
"Dearly beloved." [Laughter.] He

letter began thus, for it waa written 
on a Sunday eveuing.

Which was the rose and which the 
,liiy, bo (Mr. Seymour) did not know. 
If bo wore tho rose, it left a sharp 
thorn behind, aud gave her a very 
severe sting. [Renewed laughter.) 
Letter continuing aaid: 

Oh, only be faithful, upright, true 
and chaste, and render unto me, and I 
will render unto you, saith the Lord. 
[Loud laughter.] 

W^rite mo, love, and let the pen 
havo its free course, as paper is very 
trifling. Your dear, affectionate lover. 

Wm. Bbjurlxt. 
In the next letter he sang in a high 
strain. He sighed — 

Oh, that I had tbo trlnp of a doT«, 
I would flj to tho aroiB of toj love. 
To take a klsa bo sweetly. 

[Laughter.] He then wrote: 

I hope YOU are still content and in 
good spirits, for I am in excellent 
health and courage, and spirits as 
high as the heavens, for wonders never 
cease, and sorrow still decreaseth for 
prosperity smiloth, aud I hope you 
will give mo an answer, for I shall 
meet JIary on Sunday night if it is left 
to you alone. 

Tho lotter went on to say that pros- 
perity smiled on him. He (Mr. Sey- 
mour] hoped that it did so still, and 
that ho might bo able to pay tho 
damages which :ni;j;ht bo found against 
biiu. [Laughter.] From this time 
down to May last, defendant frequent- 
ly' alluded to his position with regard 
to the plaintiff in tho presence of the 
inembors of her family, and had made 
her repeated promises of marriage. 
Trusting in him, she gave way to his 
entreaties, and in the year of 1853 so 
far got herself as to become the mother 
of a child — a daughter — which was 
still alive, and which had been affiliat- 
ed upon tho defendant. Two or three 
^enrs afterward she gavo birth to 
another daughter, which waa still liv- 
ing, but very delicate, aud which was 
also affiliated upon the defendant. 
After the birth of the children he con- 
tinued extremely kind to tho mother, 
and as tho cbildroii grew up ho fre- 
quently askod thorn to call him "father." 
Ue made them many presenti, more or 
less liberal, nnd actod towards them in 
every way liocoming a man who int'tudod 
to 1)0 joined in wedlock with ibeir mo- 
ther. Defondaut excused himsoK for not 
currying out bis ropcatod promises by 
saying that Ids father was living and want- 
ed him to stav at home. Some time iii 
1872 or 1873 he gave the plaintiff a kum 
of £50 for hor tlangher. The evening 
prior to his niAriiago with the butobor'n 
widow ho called uiioii pliiiuiilf, made htra 
present ofjC50,and asked whether his wish- 
es with regard to tbo other £50 had been 
oarrii'd out. Ho never told hor anything 
about his intended marriage; but led tho 
plaintiff to believe that he was making all 
this provision with the view of making 
her his wife. On one occasion . when a 
remark wa.H miiile about plaintiff's dangh- 
ters, to the eireot thai they were sonsilivo 
about their position, the defendant repli- 
ed, "Wlial should they bo asbaiutd of /" I 
mean to make them all right. As soon as 
tbo old gaffer has gone we'll all live hon- 
orably and happy together." However, 
ho married the widow of a butcher on the 
Gth of May last. 

Lvdia Dixon, tho plaintiff, gave corro- 
borative evidence. Bbe added she receiv- 



ed a letter from the defendant to tho fol- 
lowing ell'ect: 

Remember, love, the night you left Ad 
gill Grove, for you aro the joy of my heart 
* * * Remember, love, the hours wo 
havo passed away together. Excuse my 
bad writing. Let neither falsehood nor 
deceit abide in cither. 

Yob, thou art de ar unto my hoart, 
More dear thiin wonlK can tall; 

And if a fault bi' chorishod thero, 
■Till loviuh' theo loo well. 

[Loud laughter.] 

From n hazel grovo I have picked this 
flower. 

Mr. Seymour (to plaintiff) — ^What was 
tho flower inclo,=od ? 
PlaintilT-Lid'.slovo. [Laughter.] 
Other witiu-sKci having been examined, 
Mr. Waddy addres-sed tho jury, who ulti- 
mately gave a verdict for the plaintiff- 
damages £250. 

Startling Scene in a Death Chamber— 
A Visiting Clergyman Suddenly 
Expires. 

Tho \Yhole community was saddened 
yesterday moruing by tho news of two 
deaths which occurred in the same 
building, within a fow minutoa of each 
other. Ono of these was that of 
Charles H. Buckley, agent in this city 
for tho Southern Express Co. and the 
other was that of Rev. W. H. Clarke, 
Rector of St. Paul's Episcopal Church. 
Mr. Buckley was ill for two weeks 
with inflamation of tho bowels. About 
throe o'clock yesterday morning it be- 
came apparent to those around his 
bedside that he hud but a few minutes 
to live, and C. E. Dodd, who was in 
the room, went at ouco for Rev. W. H. 
ClarKe,to pray for the dying man. Mr. 
Clarke was in bed at his residence on 
Bay street when Mr. Dodd rang tbo 
bell. Ho quickly responded, and upon 
Mr. Dodd inforiniiig him what his er- 
rand was, ho said he v.'ould bo ready in 
a few minutes. Mr. Dodd uurried 
back to Mr. Bacldey's, but was inform- 
ed that Mr. Buckley had died a few 
minutes before. In a short time 
afterward JIi. Clarke arrived. Ho road 
the prayers for tho dead and prayed 
extemporaneously, and then attempted 
to administer consolation to tho grief- 
stricken widow of Mr. Buckley, who 
was in tbo next room. As she was very 
much exhausLed, aud it seemed proba 
ble that she would faint, Mr. Clarke 
rubbed her forehead with some bay 
rum, holding tho bottle in one hand. 
Afterwards some coffee was brought 
in for her, and Mr. Clarke took a 
saucer containing the beverage and 
hold it for her to drink. While he was 
doing this, a lady in the room noticed 
that the bottle of bay rum fell from his 
hand. She picked it up and handed 
it back to him again, but in a few min- 
utes it fell again. She then noticed 
that Mr. Clarke seemed to be ill of 
faint, and at once made him sit down. 
She spoke to him but ho made only 
some inarticulato reply. Alarmed, she 
called several gentlemen iu tho next 
room, and these at once came in and 
endeavoured to arouse him, but in 
vain. Then they carried him out on 
the balcony, hoping that tho fresh air 
would revive him. When out on the bal- 
cony they bathed his face with ice wat or 
aud gave him something to drink, but 
all iu vain. Three physicians who had 
been summoned soon urrived, but they 
were uuablo to do anything. The pa- 
tient was beyond luiinan aid. He 
lingered in a totally uucouscioua state 
until 6 A. M., and then died. Soon 
after he was stricken, hia daughter — 
his only child — was sent for and reach- 
ed him boforo ho i)asacd away. Tho 
cause of Mr. Clarke's death was 
paralysis of tho brain. — Augusta, Ga. 
Chronicle, August 11th. 

Death of a very Big Xan. 

London, Angnst 1. — The death of Ward 
Hunt, lato First Lord of tho Admiralty, 

has called forth expressions of regret and 
respect which niittbt .surprise him if he 
could read theui. In his lifetime ho was 
more often spoken of joooaely tlinn rovor- 
eutially ; not at all with contempt, but 
with a kind of good humored liking, 
which implied no exalted notion, of his 
intellectual powers. His physical bulk 
was so prodigious that it required an ef- 
fort to admit that his brain could 
bo big in proporlion. But it is noedlei-a 
to say that ho h:id good abilities, or ha 
would never hnvi! i i.sen as he did rise in 
political life. It may, however, bo per- 
missible to lemark that his promotion 
might have been less rapid had he been a 
Liberal — a supposition which would have 
shocked him. Ho was an intense Tory. 
Whatever policy tbo [larty leaders resolv- 
ed on 111) roceived us a I'evelatioii, and hi 
became its ontliusiahtic and unquostion 
iug apostlo. llo was not a good speaker; 
indeed, he woidd havo i)assed in most 
countries for a dull speaker; but the 
young Tories liked nothing belter in tbo 
mid-lofa hot debate than to see Mr. 
Spt;aker's eyo caught by tho ponderous 
form of Ward Hunt .slowly rising from 
the front bench. To straiig M-s ho was 
always pointed out as one of tbo sigiits of 
the ilouse. I don't moan that tho 'Tories 
liked him solely because he was of such 
huge size, hut mainly because he was such 
a thorough Tory — safe to go as far as the 
party went, and no furthor. It is to be 
saiil to bis credit that bo generally filled 
his olFico bette'r than bo was expected to, 
and not worse. Ho did no great thing as 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, bnt bo was 
pretty clear-be.uled aud bard-working. As 
Parliamentary head of tlio navy ho has 
had a rough time of it. Every Firtit Lonl 
has a rou;;h time id' it; partly, 1 suppose, 
because every Briton knows iiiniHolf born 
to rule the wavi s, and feels bound to bo a 
critic of sbiiis a;id slii|)-biiilderB. A First 
Lord must carry on an inces-<ant slrugglo 
with ids professional <!ol leagues, with the 
naval constructor, widi tho sbip-ownors 
in the House, with the ecoijomists of the 
opposition, and with nearly everybody 
who owns a yaehl or knows a jib boom 
w hou he sees it. Ward U ni.t'n administra- 
tion has not been brilliait or fortu- 
ato, but it has been as good as ho knew 
how to make it, and ho has killed himself 
in trying to ni.ike it bettm-. To tho list 
of bis enemies givi.'ii above niu-tbo added 
tho gout. li() eiuhiroil torment from it. 
worked in spile of it, would not (piit work 
oven at Hauibui g, where ho li id boon or- 
dered for rest, aud yielded iu the end to 
an aooamulation ol bordena greater than
